| im the report handed to the legis- 
{lature by Hon. A. G, MacKay, minis- 
| ter of health, the general health of 
the province would seem to be con- 
siderably better !n 1919 than in the 
|year previous. Much of this,’and the 
large mumber of deaths, was due to 
| the severe type of influenza that 
| "wept over the province last year. 
While the epidemic of influenza 4id 
} mot really get well started until after 
the new year, there would not ap- 
Pear to have been as many deaths as 
| the year previous 
ported to the department 


for 1919 


| Was 7,185, as compared to 31,061 the! 


| Year previous. There were 101 cases 
,0f smallpox, as compared with 371 
| the yeay previous; 171 cases af diph- 


jtheria, as compared with 168 the 
year previous, or practically the 
same; tubsrculosis cases were 58 re- 


ported, as compared with 94 imv1918; 
scarlet fever was away up, 1,071 cases, 
@s compared with 306 the year prev. 
fous; measies, 343, ax compared with 
2,008 in 1918; whooping cough, 183, 
compared with 919 the year previ- 
ous; typhoid, 187, compared to 130; 
| chickenpox, 202, against 617 the year 
| prev ous; mumps, 8, against 698 the 
previous year; infantile paralysis, 10, 
to 3; other dimeases, 24, to 165 the 
year previous; and lethargic encepha- 
itis, 41 cases, and none reported the 
year previous.

Resents Insinuation 

George Hoadley resented the in- 
sinuat’on, claiming that he had no 
friend who wag after the judgeship. 
lie said he only desired that some de- 
finite action be taken to have the new 
court created and evidently the neces- 
Sary step would have to be taken by 
Alberta 

Mr. Boyle went on to say that he 
had full confidence in the Dominion 
nuthorities to name a capable judge 
for the position when the time ar- 
rived. but it was not according to con- 
wtitutional practice to have the pro- 
vince create the court before there 
was provision at Ottawa for the funds 
to carry on such a court. It would 
be absured to proclaim the court 
when there was no way to maintain it. 
He claimed that there was in reality 
no congestion of the supreme court 
business such as had been complained 
of by the opposition. 

A. F. Ew'ng thought there wag or 
had been congestion of cases on the 
supreme court dockets, claiming that 

supreme court judge in January 
had stated then it was necessary for 
cases being set down late in October 
the intervening time being practical- 
ly all taken up. 

Mr. Boyle pointed out that some 
cases were set down ordinarily some 
time in advance so that their terms 
could be well covered and provide for 
eventualities He explained that the 
usual courtesies had been exchanged 
with Ottawa respecting the new court 
but the minister of justice must first 
be convinced that five judges instead 
of four would not be excessive and

Premier Opposes Haste, 

Premier Stewart stated that he was 
absolutely opposed to “throwing 
cown the gauntlet to Ottawa’ in the 
manner suggested by Mr. Hoadley, 
but Intended rather to follow the re- 
cognized and regular course of pro- 
cedure promising however, that pro-

|ists are ne* heard from after they 
leave the university.” He also con- 
tended that $1,200 was not sufficient 
|for the maintenance of a student in 
Paris, 

James Weir was opposed to the bill 
| in general principle. When he object- 
ed that women were not given an op- 
portunity, Hon, Mr. Smith explained | 
that women were on an equal footing 
with men students in this scholarship 
proposal. “There is altogether too 
much swank in this scheme,” went on 
Mr. Weir. ‘There are plenty of op- 
portunities right here, and its’ no use 
spending money to send students to 
Paris when there is so much to be! 
done at home. Give the boys and girls 
equal opportunities, that is enough.’ | 


R. Lowery (Opp.) opposed ed 


Soldier organitations were better 
qualified to name the nature of a war 
memorial than the Canedian commis: | 
sioner in Paris, ‘Why send students 
only to Paris—why not to Belgium,

A HARDY RED 
CLOVER FOR 
ALBERTA 


Clover Imported from Sweden 
—Grown in Alberta for Six 
Years— Proved to Be Very 


Hardy 
8 


The Department of Field Husban- 
dry of the University of Alberta has 
Produced mime 53 ibs of red clover 
seed during the past eeason This 
amount of seed wa own om a piece 
of jland which is ab one-seventh of 
an &cre in size. Th eld of seed ia 
therefore, & bushels and 45 Ibs. ner 
acre. This seed was taken from the 
first crop of the second year. It was 
cut with the mower A light table 
Was atteched to the cutting bar of 
the mower, and an dant. who 
walked behind the tab pulled the 
eut stalks back on the table until a 
emali bundie accumulated, when it 
Was pulied off to ome side out of the 
way of the horses on the next round. 

This clover was introduced imto Al- 
berta by Dean E A. Howes, some 
etx years ago, and he grew it at the 
Vermilion School of Agriculture for 
ane year. When he became Dean of 
the Faculty of Agriculture Edmoa 
ton, he brougit this clever with him. 
Seed of tt wae planted at the uniwer- 
eity In the summer of 1915, and the 
plot resulting is still alive and flour- 
ishing. If m& survives the present 
winter, !t will bawe stood the rigors of 
four Alberta winters ai: Edmonton 
and one at Vermilion. § It has there- 
fore demonstrated that ft a 
high degree of winter cecthcoah. and 
in a@dition has perennial habits, 
which are most unusual In reé clover. 


Satisfactory Under Wie Range 
Of Conditions 


‘Three years ago, when Professor G 
BH. Cutler @u» appointed head of the 
Gepartment of field husbandry, this 
clover was seeded out under varied 
conditions of soil, both in rows end 
unéer field conditions, om the Univer- 
sity Farm Under all conditions it 
» proved to be absolutely hardy 
During tha: time, seed of this clover 
bas been sent out to farmers repre- 
senting widely different conditions in 
the Province ef Alberta, and most ea- 
couraging reports have been coming 
to hand relative to its frost hardiness 
Professor Cutier does not Know what 
Gegree of drought hardiness it posses- 
sea, but bis impression ts that ft is
